ed. This will give opportu- 
nity for our people to love 
them, and speak kindly to 
them, and invite them back 
again and above this the 
blessed Holy Spirit in His 
quiet way known and _prac- 
ticed only by Himself, will 
do His office work and so

THE HUMAN ACE 


J. M. Stanfiel 


Man, considered within himself, or 
apart from the atonement of onr Lord 
Jesus Christ is as utterly incapable of 
moral or spiritual advance or improve- 
ment as a frozen corpse is incapable of 
walking and thinking, or a piano incap- 
able of music, except when acted upon 
by some force from without. 


The outside touch is necessary to put 
music into the piano, and God alone can 
touch the spiritually dead human soul 
and make possible moral improvement 
in the individual or society. 


We have just stated a fundamental 
principle upon which our boasted civili- 
zation is‘being most severely tested. 


Proud intellectualism does not want 
to admit this innate depravity of the 
human soul, and advocates and iepends 
upon ‘‘culture,’’ ‘“‘proper  environ- 
ment,’’ ‘‘social service,’’ etc., as a 
means of curing this glaring moral 
sore. of 


Some of our leaders who have been 
too optomistic for the culture and re- 
finement cure are admitting their mis- 
take and are returning to the plain old 
Bible doctrine of human depravity and 
the absolute necessity of regeneration 
or the being ‘‘born again’’ as taught by 
Christ to Nicodemus. 


Dr. Frederick Lynch, with other re- 
presentative churchmen, was in Europe 
on a peace errand at the opening of the 
present war. I quote the following 
from his pen in the,New York ‘‘Chris- 
tian Work and Evangelist’: ‘‘Another 
thing which we think every American 
of the fifty which got this first sight of 
the war has come to feel is, that our 
religion has broken down in its psychol- 
ogy, that our gospel is addressed to an 
imaginary man. Wehave been preach- 
ing to men as. highly respectable, on 
the whole good, some of them saintly, 
while as a matter of.fact this has been 
only seeming. They have seemed this 
because great temptations have not 
roused them from their sleep. No one 
who came across Europe within the last 
month can hold this easy faith again. 
Men are beasts; cruel, lustful, revenge- 
ful, ravening, just as the gospel repre- 
sents them. There are exceptions, but 
in most of us the beast lies just below 
the surface, and nothing but a regener- 
ation which shall sweep through men’s 
souls as a wind from heaven can make 
them clean.’’ 


Popular Christianity is coming dan- 
gerously near substituting home, col- 
lege and Sunday School training for 
this most important religious experi- 
ence which Dr. Lynch calls ‘‘regenera- 
tion,’’ and which is necessary to the 
child as well as to the adult. 


You cannot train or educate a child 
into spiritual !ife because it comes into 
the world spiritually dead, and the first 
thing it needs after physical birth is to 
be ‘‘born again,’’ or from above. 
Christ alone makes it possible for even 
a ten months old babe.to be saved in 
case it dies before it is capable of know- 
ing that it was born dead as to its mor- 
al or spiritual nature. When the child 
gets old enough to realize this lost con- 
dition in which it was born it must 
then turn to the Lord Jesus Christ for 
regeneration, whether it has committed 


_ any*known sins or not, because the 


child, too, is included in the ‘‘ye must 
be born again”’ of Jesus. Itis saved 
in infancy just as the idiot is saved be- 
causé neither is capable of knowing his 
condition. 


These are plain hard statemsnts but 
I will show that they are clearly in har- 
mony with the Scriptures. 


Gen. 6:5, “And God saw the wicked- 
ness of man was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the 
thoughts of his heart was only evil con- 
tinually.’’ The margin of my Bible has 
this note after the word ‘‘every’’:‘‘The 
whole imagination; the Hebrew word 
signified not only the imagination, but 
alao the purposes and desires.’’ It is 
not possible to make a stronger state- 
ment regarding the sinful nature of the 
human heart than this in Gen. 6:5. 
Adam Clark, after enumerating the 
great things man has done, said that 
the mind of man seemed capable of 
anything except loving God. There is 
not the least degree of natural-born 
moral goodness in any corner of the hu-

Rom. 3:9:11, ‘‘What then? are 
better than they? No, inno wise; for 
we have before proved both Jews and 
Gentiles, that.they are all under sin; as 
it is written: Thereis none righteous, 
no not one; there is none that under- 


standeth, there isnone that seeketh af- 
ter God.’’ 


Gal. 3:22, ‘‘But the Scripture hath 
concluded all under sin, that the pro- 
mise by faith of Jesus Christ might be 
given to them that believe.” 


In these passages Paul is comparing 
the Jew and the Gentile. The Jews 
were no better than others by nature. 
Their having the Bible and special re- 
ligious and educational privileges under 
God’s protection only inereased their 
guilt if they rejected Jesus Christ, the 
Messiah and central theme of their 
Scriptures and typified by their sacri- 
ficial religious system. Spiritual life 


came to all alike through faith in Jesus 
Christ. 


1 Cor. 2:14, ‘‘But the natural man 
(the man who still hasthe soul nature 
with which he was burn) receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishnees unto him: neither 
can he know them, (until he is given a 
new nature in Christ) because they are 
spiritually discerned,’’

Hence the futility of all good works, 
or obedience theories, educational influ- 
ences, or social’ environment on such 
natures. As a means of bringing such 
persons to a realization of their lost 
condition, efforts of this kind are nee- 
essary, but such methods never change 
the man’s moral deadness toward God. 
This natural man, whether rich or poor, 
educated or ignorant, intellectually 
strong or weak, must first be made 
alive, or born again, before educational 
or training methods are even sensible 
much less effective in changing the 
moral] deadness of his soul. Even the 
power to obey the command to exercise 
faith in Christ for salvation must first 
be given us of God, as was the case 
with the man whom Christ commanded 
to stretch forth his withered hand. 
Matt. 12:13. See Eph. 2:8. 


This utter moral deadness of the hu- 
man race, or natural man, is further as- 
serted in Rom. 6:12: ‘'Wherefozre, as 
by one man sin entered inte the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that (or, in whom) 
all have sinned.’’ Eph, 2:1-8. ‘‘And 
you hath he quickened, who were dead 
in trespasses and sins;.. . and were by 
nature the children of wrath, even as 
others:’’ Rom. 8:6-8., ‘‘For to be car- 
nally minded is death; ... Because the 
carnal mind is enmity against God: for 
it i8 not subject to the law of God nei- 
ther indeed can be. Sothen they that 
are in the flesh (that is, the natural 
moral statein which all are born) can- 
not please God.’’ 


We conclude, then, that it is not pos- 
sible for the human race to make any 
moral progress aside from the grace of 
God through the atonement of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who took upon Himself 
our nature (sin excepted) and became 
the substitute for the human family 
that He might bear the penalty due 
their sin, (both natural or Adamic, and 
actual) and has placed humanity where 
it is possible to go up or down in the 
scale of morality in just the proportion 
that we accept or reject the gospel of 
salvation through Him. This is a safe 
test as to the moral progress of any ci- 
ty, community, or country, or as to the 
world. 

We may have our names on church 
records, and develop great educational 
and philanthropic organizations, build 
Panama canals every day and run our 











retrograding morally. 


The Jéwish nation reached the zenith 
of its knowledge, materiel greatness 
and power in the reign of Solomon, yet 


same time. So with Babylon in Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s day, and with Greece and 
Rome when in the height of their ma- 
teriel greatness, worldly wisdom ~and 
power. 


Materiel progress must be founded, 
built up, and maintained in harmony 
with the great Bible facts as outlined 
above in order to be permanent, as the 
world is sadly realizing by conditions in 
Europe just now, and as we shall soon 
realize in this country if we do not ad- 
just our civilization to these fundament- 
al facts of human life. 


We know that the Kingdom of Heav- 
en is growing in the world, but this is 
because God’s omnipotent power, wis- 
dom and love is overcoming the down- 
ward tendency of the natural human 
heart. Conditions become so desperate 
sometimes that God finds it necessary 
to send a flood asin Noah’s day, war, 
famine and pestilence as in Jewish, Ba- 
bylonian and Roman history, and the 
worldwide war of today. 


Itis entirely probable that the New- 
York of today is much worse morally 
than it was ten years ago, and the same 
may be said of the United States, yet, 
as in Noah’s day, the Lord will bring 
victory out of defeat even if it takes 
such severe methods as a flood, or 
bloody wars and famine to bring the 
people to see His handin human affairs.
